A correspondent wants to know why 


the Gazette calls tbe present civil service 
•aw a"humbug." Tiis answer to that is, 
bocanse the law is not broiid enough in 
Us euopo and because :t is Tall of false 
pretences. Civil nerriee, practical, thor- 
ough, with far-reaching effect, we. have 
not, and probably never will havo. Why ? 
Simply because both parties in congress 
will oppose it. 


There is a pronounced public senti- 


ment—among 
tbo people generally— 


fiir an efficient civil service. 
There 


uught to be such a sontiment because 
the principle of the wholesale beheading 
ot public servants regardless o£ whether 
they 
aro 
efficient 
or otherwise, is 


no 
credit 
to our 
civilization. 


A civil service law should bo com- 
prehensive and adequate. There should 
be no humbug about it. 
It should be 


backed by tho people and sustained by 
the representative statesmen ot both 
parties. It should be as much honored 
by one party as cherished by tho other, 
and should stand against tho attacks ot the 
Tom Hendnoks kind of fellows -who 
want to make a clean 'sweep with every 
administration. 


To show the weakness ol the psesent 


civil service law, it is only necessary to 
present a few facts "and figures. There 
aro in -the United States some 115,000 
persons holding- -federal offices. About

There are about 


12,000 or 15,000 persons, ch.eny clerks, 
who are governed by the law. They aro 
positions of low salaries, and their duties 
are simply clerical.

LOUISVILLE, Deo. •).—Tho Courior-Jour" 


nal's staff corrospondenfc investigating tho 
plague in eastern Kentucky sends tlio fol- I 
lowing from Mt, Pleasant: Tho further I 
travel into this plaguo-iuCostod country more 
iiorriblo becomes tho situation, and tho more • 
I wonder that tho entire population, or at ' 
least that portion of it who havo Loon 
attacked by the prevailing epidemic, Uavo . 
not been swept into 
tho world beyond. I 


t am nblo to vrritu clearly only after j 
conversation with men from all parts of tho 
country who are hero from distance* ranging 
nil tlie way from flvo to forty miles tosocuro 
supplies and havo grinding done. The water 
mills in this county, as in most of tlio moun- 
tain counties, are useless because of tlio 
scarcity of water, nnd the steam mill hero is 
patronized by families far and near. 
From 


all sources oC information I nm able tomako 
an estimate, which may be roliod upon nsbo- 
iiisj as nearly correct us uny that could be 
maJo without a personal visit to every house 
in tlio county. 


Thoro ImvB boon in Hariora couty since' 


Uie latter part ot August over 200 deaths. 
Of tho-so at loa-,t one-halt have diod from 
tlux, or cholora iiu'aiitura, superinduced by 
the use of impure water. There havo boon 
about £00 cases of sickness known to bo flux, 
and a largo amount of illnoss from other 
causes, ospociiilly among children, such as 
whooping cough, bronchitis, summer com- 
plaint, etc., in many cases a complication 
0.' those dissosos existing. Tho county has 
but about 0,000 inhabitants, and onu in 
ovory twenty of those, basing tho average on 
tho estimate above sivon, has died. 


Tho spring and summer up to t!io hitter 


partof August wore unusually healthy; thon 
sickness began and since thon 00 pur cent, of 
tlio deaths have- occurred. I met and talked 
with Dr. Blair of this place. 
Ho is of the 


opinion tbat the recent rains and frosts bavo 
bad a tendency to abate tho opidomic, tho 
vimlonco of which, ho thinks, 13 governed by 
tho temperature. If tbo woather bocomos 
abou: uniform night and day tho disease will 
decrease, bat cold nights and warm days are- 
inclinod to give it now impetus. 


I havo now boon at tho county seats of 


three countios, in which tho infection has n 
foothold—Knox, Boll, ano Harlan—and in 
theso, which are but on the jutskirts oC the 
district in which it has been most fatal, I 
sum up a total or. over -100 deaths, since the 
latter part of August from flux alone, and 
fully tlio samo number from othorQte, mostly 
resulting from tho use of impure or- minoral- 
poisoned water. If I include tbo deaths re- 
ported to mo by the Rov,"' Hi-. Cbildors iu 
Bath. ItoiiifW'Wolf, etc., it would no doubt 
run tbo list up to l,liOO, 


In a day ortwo moro I will be in Lotehor 


county and \Viso county, Virginia, and after 
my trip through them will no doubt be able 
to pretty closely estimate the number of vic- 
tims in tho entire territory which tbo scourge 
covers. From reports from Lftcher received 
here, it is evident that the coses of sickness 
havo run into 300 or 400, and deaths havo 
been about live out of ton.

Will This Thing Novor Stop? 


BERLIN, Doc. 4. — In theroighstag Wednes-
